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Murder tops Johnson indictments

PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson County 
Grand Jury issued 16 indictments last week, 
including one for murder. 

Gene Helton, 43, of Salyersville, is charged 
with murder, first-degree assault and operating 
a motor vehicle under the influence of alcohol/ 



drugs, first offense within five years. 

According to the indictment, on or before 
May 29, Helton allegedly wantonly operated a 
motor vehicle under circumstances manifest- 
ing extreme indifference to the value of human 
life, thereby creating a grave risk of death to 
another person that resulted in the death of 
Miranda Martin. 

Helton also wantonly operated a motor 
vehicle, a dangerous instrument, under cir- 



cumstances manifesting extreme indifference 
to the value of human life, thereby creating a 
grave risk of death and/or serious physical 
injury to another person which resulted in seri- 
ous physical injury to Billy Royster, the 
indictment said. He was also operating a 
motor vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or other substances that impair a 
driver’s ability to operate that motor vehicle. 

Others named in true bills include: 



• James Litteral, 60, and Gloria Litteral, 50, 
both of Sitka, charged with first-degree traf- 
ficking in a controlled substance methamphet- 
amine, more than two grams/complicity, and 
second-degree persistent felony offender. 

According to the indictments , on or before 
Feb. 26, James Litteral, allegedly, acting alone 
or in complicity with Gloria Litteral, know-

Spence 
pleads 
not guilty 
to killings

INEZ - A Martin County man 
accused of killing two people in 
November entered a not guilty plea 
during his arraignment Thursday in 
Martin Circuit Court. 

A Jan. 16, 2014, pretrial confer- 
ence is set for Orie J. Spence, 29, of 
Tomahawk, who is charged with 
two counts of murder, tampering 
with physical evidence, second- 
degree persistent felony offender 
and possession of a firearm by a 
convicted felon. 

Spence’s court- appointed attor- 
ney, Steve Goble, told Circuit Judge 
John David Preston that Spence 
would waive formal arraignment 
and entered a not guilty plea on his

‘Red V. Blue’ to premiere in Paintsville

PAINTSVILLE - A new docu- 
mentary about the “hottest rivalry 
in college basketball today” will 
have its Eastern Kentucky premiere 
next week in Paintsville. 

The documentary, “The Rivalry: 
Red V. Blue,” which bills itself as 
the “first and only” film to docu- 
ment the rivalry between the Louis- 
ville Cardinals and the Kentucky 
Wildcats, will be shown Monday, 
Dec. 30, at 7 p.m. at the Sipp The- 



ater in downtown Paintsville. 

Paintsville is one of three loca- 
tions selected for the film’s pre- 
miere and is the hometown of its 
producer, Wade Smith. The other 
showings will be Lexington and 
Louisville, the homes of the rival 
basketball teams. 

“This movie had to be made; we 
just happened to be making it at the 
right time!” the film’s Web site 
says. “In 2012 we were in New 
Orleans to document the historic 
Final Four showdown between the 
Cards and the Cats. In 2013 we 
were in Atlanta for Louisville’s first 



national championship since 1986.” 

The documentary, which will be 
officially released Friday, includes 
interviews with “tons of coaches, 
players and personalities,” includ- 
ing Paintsville High School boys’ 
basketball coach Bill Mike Runyon 
and Paintsville Mayor Bob Porter, 
according to the Web site. 

“Our incredible fan footage cap- 
tures the passion and pride of the 
supporters of both these programs 
in a dynamic and electrifying fash- 
ion and distills the essence of a 
singular and unique rivalry in the 
way only a movie can,” the Web 



site says. 

The site says what makes the 
documentary “such a unique and 
compelling story is that we do not 
only document the high and low 
points of this rivalry in a conven- 
tional documentary format.” 

“We explore the background to 
and address the somewhat strange 
and at times downright bizarre rea- 
sons and circumstances, which 
combined to ignite the rivalry in the 
first place, and which continue to

• George T. Green, 30, of 
Oil Springs, and Justin Fields, 
22, of Paintsville, charged 
with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine/complicity and 
public intoxication. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Oct. 12, 
Green and Fields allegedly, 
acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, knowingly 
and unlawfully manufactured 
methamphetamine or with 
the intent to manufacture 
methamphetamine was in 
possession of two or more 
chemicals or two or more 
items of equipment for the 
manufacture of methamphet- 
amine and were manifestly 
under the influence of a con- 
trolled substance or other 
drugs while in a public set- 
ting.

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Aug. 17, 
2012, Maynard allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully 
escaped the custody of Kay 
Grevious, program coordina- 
tor with the 24th Judicial Cir- 
cuit Community Corrections 
Program, by fleeing his regis- 
tered residence where he was 
being monitored by his ankle 
device after being placed on 
court ordered home incarcer- 
ation as part of his sentencing 
conditions from Martin Cir- 
cuit Court. 

• Clancy E. Fields, 38, of 
Lovely, charged with first- 
degree promoting contra- 
band. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Dec. 6, 
Fields allegedly, knowingly 
and unlawfully introduced, 
obtained or possessed a con- 
trolled substance into the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention 
Center in Johnson County. 

• Ryan Ramey, 30, of Sit- 
ka, charged in two separate 
indictments with flagrant 
non- support. 

According to the first 
indictment, on Sept. 1, 2007 
through Sept. 30, Ramey 
alleged failed to pay child 
support to Ella S. Colvin of

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Dec. 16, 
Allen allegedly intentionally 
altered, disabled, deactivated, 
tampered removed, damaged 
or destroyed a device used to 
facilitate electronic monitor- 
ing after she has been ordered 
to wear such a device due to 
the conditions of her proba- 
tion, parole, release or pre- 
trial release and is also a pre- 
viously convicted felon. 

• Christopher D. Davis, 
22, of Wittensville, and Ron- 
ald Rice, 22, of West Van 
Lear, charged with third- 
degree burglary/complicity 
and three counts of theft by 
unlawful taking over $500 . 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Nov. 9, 
Davis and Rice, allegedly 
acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, knowingly 
and unlawfully entered a 
building located at 818 
Broadway in Paintsville 
owned by William Wade 
Smith of Flat Gap with the 
intent to commit the crime of 
theft. 

Davis and Rice also alleg- 
edly took a 2000 CR-250 dirt 
bike valued in excess of 
$3,500 from Oz Motorsports 
(William W. Smith) of Paints- 
ville; a 2009 CRF-450 dirt 
bike valued in excess of 
$3,500 from Oz Motorsports 
(William W. Smith) of Paints- 
ville and a 2008 TRX 450R 
Honda Four-wheeler valued 
in excess of $3,500 from Oz 
Motorsports (Jamie Arnett) 
of Paintsville. 

Editor’s note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by a 
grand jury that criminal 
charges warrant further judi- 
cial review.

behalf. 

Spence was indicted in two 
separate indictments Dec. 5 
for the offenses. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Nov. 1, 
Spence allegedly intentionally 
and/or wantonly, with extreme 
indifference to the value of 
human life, caused the death 
of Edgar L. Hedrick by shoot- 
ing him in the face with a 
firearm. The indictment says 
he also fatally shot April S. 
Hedrick in the neck. 

Spence also allegedly 
destroyed, mutilated, con- 
cealed, removed or altered 
physical evidence that he 
believed was about to be pro- 
duced or used in an official 
proceeding with the intent to 
impair its verity or availabili- 
ty, namely the body of April S. 
Hedrick and the gun. 

Martin County Coroner 
Joe Mullins said just after the 
murder that preliminary 
autopsy results showed that 
the couple both died from a 
single gunshot wound to the 
head. 

“He was shot under his 
right eye and she was shot in 
the neck,” Mullins said. “They 



used a 12-gauge shotgun with 
bird- shot shell. We still don’t 
have the results of the other 
screens done during the exam- 
ination, but that is what the 
preliminary shows.” 

Kentucky State Police 
responded to the scene to ren- 
der assistance after being con- 
tacted by the Martin County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

Martin County sheriff’s 
chief deputy Bryan Tipton 
said a shotgun was used to kill 
the couple and that the bodies 
were found by a relative inside 
the home. 

Tipton said he along with 
deputies Chris Todd and Paul 
Evans arrived on the scene 
with members of the coroner’s 
office and NetCare Ambu- 
lance Service and that they 
contacted the KSP. 

“Nobody else was there, 
and Spence had already left,” 
Tipton said. 

Spence was later arrested 
and charged with two counts 
of murder. He is also facing 
additional charges of first- 
degree disorderly conduct, 
menacing, resisting arrest, and 
first- and second-offense alco- 
hol intoxication in a public 
place.

patched to a residence on Dia- 
mond Ridge Road on Dec. 20, 
in reference to a call from 
Uhlmann saying he had beaten 
his wife. 

Upon their arrival, depu- 
ties located a female who was 
tied up and had been assaulted 
and who suffered from severe 
head injuries, the release said. 

Uhlmann wasn’t present 
when officers arrived and had 
fled in the family-owned vehi- 
cle prior to the officer’s arrival 
and later crashed it. 

The injured female was 
flown to a trauma center, 
where she in intensive care at 
press time. 

Uhlmann on Saturday 
reportedly stole a red 1997 
Chevy short wheelbase 4x4, 
with oversize tires, a diamond 
plated tool box and a chrome 
brush guard at gunpoint, the 
release said. 

At the time of the original 
release, he was last seen in 
Carter County around State 
Route 1 and Hwy 1496 and in 
possession of a shotgun. He 
was considered armed and 
dangerous. 

At the time of his arrest by 
the Carter County Sheriff’s 



Office, Uhlmann was located 
in the parking lot of the Carter 
County Jail. 

Uhlmann is currently being 
held in the Big Sandy Region- 
al Detention Center in John- 
son County.
